Montréal / July 4, 1985 --- Concordia University will play host to the Canadian 
Wrestling World Champion Team Trials from July 19 to July 21. The winners will go on to 
represent Canada at the World Championships in Budapest next October. 


The national team training camp will follow the trials, from July 22 to July 28. It 


will be the first time either event has ever been held in Québec. 


One of the special attractions at this year's training camp will be a visit by the 
United States Marine Corps wrestling squad. All events will take place at the Gymnasium 
in the Athletic Complex on Concordia's Loyola Campus, 7141 Sherbrooke Street West. 


Admission is free and open to the public. 


The finals of the team trials will be held Sunday, July 21, 1985, from 11:00 a.m. to 
2:00 p.m. The Canadian champion for each of the ten weight classes will be present, as 


well as Canada's silver and bronze medal winners at the 1984 Los Angeles Olympics . 


Others featured at the trials will include the Montreal Wrestling Club's Clark Davis 
(two times world champion and fourth in the 1984 summer Olympics); Pat Sullivan (three 
times Canadian champion); and Serge Marcil, Mike Sullivan, Graham Dodswell, Rob 


Dawson, Gary Kallos and Sean O'Heany. 
The national team will be coached in Budapest by Concordia wrestling team coach 
Victor Zilberman, Eight of Concordia's 10-man wrestling squad will be competing at the 


trials.
